3, Access: Other building work includes leveling the field area up to 
the IHLENFELI-NEVSRIN road (076-97), Both roads leading to 
the field are blocked to civilians - who require a pass from 
the airfield CO even to approach the area - and a sharp watch 
is kept on adjacent land, 


4. Buildings: two hangars, guard building + all heavily damaged; new wooden 
barracks building serving as control station. (See attachment). 


5. Obstructions: Surrounding woods ‘and the out~ofthe-way location of the 
Tield complicate both ground and air reconnaissance, 


6. ‘echnical Facilities: Equipment for night use of the field could not be
